While praying that such a day may never come, the 
<^bs, especially the neighbors of Iran, mutt work out con- 
tingency plans. Naturally, tfae best policy is to ronain 
strictly neutral. This may not endear the Arabs to the various 
bickering groups which are in desperate need of foreign help 
and recognition but at least the eventual victor will not later 
complain that the Arabs supported his eneroies. 

Admittedly, ifu's type of neutrality only negative but 
the immediate Arab neighbors of Iran cannot afford to 
ganible for fear ihat (hey may back a loser.

WASHINGTON— 
The World Bank has an- 
nounced that it will lend up 
(o S3 billion lo developing 
countries for oil and natural 
gas exploration and production. 

Capping more than two years 
of discussion, the Bank's wid- 
ened energy production prog- 
rams could provide loans U> 
more than 50 less-developed 
countries (LDCs) over the next 
five yeans. 

"This opens the doors to 
new development,” said Efrian 
FriedmaD, head of (he World 
Bank's energy specialists. Fried- 
man says that the new energy 
programs would help some un- 
developed couDiries who are 
now in^xrrting oil and gas to 
beconie self-euffieieat ia energy 
and could help other countries 
become net exporters. 

The expanded energy loan 
program will douUe the extent 
of the World Bank's enetgy 
program over the next five 
years. 

Ernest Stem, a World Bank 
',vice president, cautioned two 
weeks ago that ooiy a smal) 
^ amount will go to exploration 
'• drilling, and estimated that two 
or three loans a year wOl be 
made for exploration projects. 
Ibis provision of the Wodd 
Bank program had been oppo- 
sed until recently by officials 
in the U.S. Energy and Trea- 
sury dqartments, but won ap- 
proval from the United States 
and others on the ZO-member 


board of directors. 

A staff proposal circulated to 
the Bank's chrectors last men'll 
said that it would lend up to 
S450 irullion over the next five 
years for exploration. 

However, Stem and oth«r 
Bank o6lcials said that more 
than half of the loan prograiDF 
for petrerieum will go toward 
developing known oil and ga* 
fields. 

Opposition ealier to the 
World Bank program stemmed 
from objections, since over- 
come, that the Bank should oo* 
be involved iiy lending money 
for high-risk oil exploration, A> 
the Bonn ecMiomic summit last 
summer, however, (tie beads of 
state of the industrial oountiies 
agreed in principle that tfae 
Bank's activities in energy 
should be widened U> help al 
leviaie the severe impact that 
high oil prices have had on 
Che developing countries who 
are not members of the Orga- 
nization of Oil Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 

Bank officials have estimated 
that as many as 50 or more 
Third World countries could 
become seif-suffici«ii in oil pro- 
duction by 1990 if the Bank's' 
program is successful. The 
Bank also issued projections 
sugge^ing that the non-OPEC 
developing countries could lo- 
wer their overall oil imports 
from nearly 2 milljon barrels 
of oil a day in 1975 to about 
£00,000 barrels of oil a day 
by 1985. (WP)
